Sanitary Condition of Memphis. 
[From the Avalanche. ] 

Whoever heerd of a citv of 40,000 to 50,000 
inhabitants without a sewersystem. It isthe 
human filth inthe earth that produces the germ 
for fevers. Did you ever think of the fact that 
there are fully 200,000 tons of filthin the old 
and new privy holes of this city? This perme- 
ates through the earth, and what is not drawn 
out by the heat of the sun finds its way into the 
cisterns, two-thirds of which are, more or less, 
so affected. So, what ofthis filth we do not 
breathe we are forced to drink. 

You may wash your Streets everv day with 
cologne or rose water and it willdo no good, 
for that merelv removes the suriace filth. Un- 
less our people do look these faccs square in 
the face and go to work in carnest and get at 
the bottom of the trouble, she will bevome an 
eyesore to the country anda plague spot on 
the face of the earth. 

There is but one remedy, anda that is thor- 
ough sewer system, and no city, great or 
small, isso well and naturally drained as is 
Memphis. In .this respect nature has been 
more than bountiful. 

There is not an acre of land within the cor- 
orate limits that is not drained by Gayoso 
savou. 

Now, why can we not convert that bayvu, 
now a nuisance, into a river—a stream of run- 
ning water? This would cleanse every part of 
the city surface, as wellas become the great 
off-bearer tor an underground sewerage. 

If we have sot no money, as is urged, why 
can we not take the convict labor of our coun- 
ty and cut acanaltrom near Germantown to 
Fort Pickerirg, twenty-five feet wide and six 
teet deep, through which the waters of Wolf 
Rivercould be conducted, and at every head 
ofthe bayou branches have a siuice gate, 

This would run all the time and flow into the 
main bayou, then ariver. This would soon 
become a source of revenue te thecity, and in 
afew years actually pay her current expenses 
irom the Jease of water power and tolis from 
bouts navigatingits waters. 

If the convict labor of our city and county be 
not sufficient, why not get that of the State? 

This canal can be dug 1n 12 months, and not 
cost over $10,000 to the mile, with all paid 
labor. It would not be more than 20 miles 
long. Thereis aplenty of fall. A survey will 
be necessary, which may develop even a 
shorter route. Thiscan be done at u trifling 
expense. 

‘alk about the cost of such a work as this 
and no money! Haveour people taken into 
consideration the fact that last year they spent 
$4,000,000 running from the fever, lost 5,000 
of our pores and depreciated the value of 
all real estate fifty per cent? 

This year 10,000 people have already left. If 
they were to return to-day the annovance and 
expense to each person would be $50, equal to 
$500,090. The loss to our business has been as 
much more.

Frayser, wbo has practiced medicine here for- 
ty years, said he had never known the City 80 
healthy in the summer season as it is at tne 
present time. 

DR. H. W. PURNELL 
spoke of the excellent health of the city, and 
was strong inthe bellef that there is iittle or 
no danger ot anepidemicthis year. During 
the winter and spring he had attended several 
patients who, though not having yellow fever, 
showed a numver of symptoms similar to yel- 
low fever, which, according to Dr. Stone, of 
New Orleans, frequently occurred after an epti- 
demic. He had one such case several weeks 
vgointhe country; the patient recovered af- 
ter having black vomit, but it certainly was 
rot yellow fever. He was not without hope 
that the physicians who have reported cases of 
yellow fever will, upon review, conclude that 
there has not been a case in the city.

Interesting Fever Facts—Its Treatment at 
Vera Cruz. 
[Ftom the New York Times. ] 

Giveadogabad name and he goes to the 
dog pound, and that settles him. Give a city 
a bad name for fevers, and it has to suffer, 
even when no fever is there. The steamship 
City of Mexico ran tora long time between 
Vera Cruz and New QOileans, making quicker 
communication with the civilized world for 
the people of Vera Cruz and the interior than 
they ever had . bé€fore. This steam- 
er now lies in the North 
River laid up for the summer—and all because 
Vera Cruz hasa bad name. Last summer they 
had yellow fever there—plenty of it. This sum- 
mer there is no epidemic; but, to guard against 


any chance of contagioa, New Orleans has or- 
dered that all vessels from Vera Cruz sball lie 
in quarantine twenty days before going up to 
thecity. This practically stops water commu- 
nication between these two cities for the sum- 
mer, and Vera Cruz, of course, must be the 
sufferer. 

Vera Cruz seems to be yellow fever’s favor- 
ite summer resort. Never a summer passes 
without some cases, and frequently there is 
anepidemic. Iteven stays there throughoui 
the winter, keeping occasional cases in the 
hospitals all the year round. A stranger 
going therein January, and sleeping out in the 
open air. oftenonthe deck of a ship, isina 
fair way tocatchit. Strangers very often do 
this, un'ess they are warned in time, for the 
heat, even at that time of the year, is almost 
unbearable,and nothing is more pleasant than 
to getup at midnight and walk down to the 
Mole, where there is always a breath of air 
trom the sea.

With three or four stray cases of fave tn 
Mewphis, the North begins to cry out thet af- 
ter last year’s experiences Memphis orngié to 
have been clesaned. If anything wil! induge 
the Southern cities to scour themselves up, 
very well. But Vera Cruz, where yellow fever 
hes @ permanent residence, is as clean as any 
of our Northern cities. With the pains these 
toasted Mexicans take to keep their streets 
clean and their gutters pure, and everything 
about them savory, it would be a mean fling at 
them to say that Vera Cruz is as clean as New 
York. Itis at least 200 per cent cleaner. 
They have a powerful! inducement for keeping 
thingsciexsn. Dirt inthe hot season means 
almost sure death, and when a man dies there 
in the morning be is safely settled inthe grave- 
yard in the afternoon. Almost or would 
whitewash his back fence under the circum - 
stances. This applies only to Vera Cruz,where 
the feverrages. Upin Mexico City, where it 
is cooler, the people experiment to see how 
long the Almighty will let them wallow tin flith 
before he cuts them oft. 

It they know how to treat yeliow fever any- 
where, they ought to know bow in Vera Cruz, 
for they buve plenty of practice. ‘Their hos- 
pitals ure almost as open to the air as tents— 
old convents, seized by the Goveraomeint long 
ago—tine brick and stone Duildings, far larger 
and better adapted to the purpose than our 
Relievue. Here every yellow-fever patient 
has a nurse to himself, usually a little Indian 
girl, who,it is said, hardly ever catches it, 
nithongh the Indian natives are liable to have 
it. The patient is kept perfectly quiet. Any 
motion is believed to be fatal. If he has 
the genuine vomito nothing can prevent him 
fiom vomiting frequently over the bed-clothes, 
#s the action of the stomach is entirely beyond 
tPe control of his will. But the bedding is pa- 
tientiy changed us often as it is soiled, and 
everything about keptclean. It will easily be 
seen that it would be impossible to give this 
care to a patient in case of an epitemic. In 
case u patient is too far gone to be moved be- 
fore notice is given to the authorities, he is 
treated in his own house. Anybody who has 
ever been a yellow tever patient would be much 
obliged to a nurse who would biow his brains 
out on the first day. They are first red, then 
yellow, anc then Jook like a piece of shriveled 
leather. 

The Feeling in St. Louis. 

In order to ascertain the feeling here in the 
city concerning the yellow fever outbreak, a 
reporter called on several well-irformed gen- 
tlemen. It will be found that there is no ap- 
prehension here of danger. 


St. Louis Buard of Health. 

Health Commissioner Francis was exceed- 
ingly busy, and said everybody in his depart- 
ment was hard at work. 

‘*‘Weare,’’ said he, ‘‘doing everythirg in 
our power to clean the city, ana prepare for 
aun emergency, though I do not believe there is 
anything like an epidemic at Memphis, nor do 


quarantine regulutions here. You see here 
by this pile of reports of nuisances what the 
police are doing. Here are fifty reports for 
this morning, and I am. getting almost that 
many every day. These nuisances consist of 
filthy cellars, adiri:y yards, bad cisterns, disor- 
dered privies, five cess-pools, etc. As soon 
us we get these reports wesend men outto look 
at the places and order the nuisances removed. 
By going out this way Other nuisances are 
discovered, tor 1f the man who has a nuisance 
to reinove knows that his neighbor hus one, 
he generally speaks ot it.’’ 

‘*Are the streets generally in a good condi- 
tion ?’’ 

‘**They are.’’ 

‘*You have noideaof declaring quarantine 
egainst Memphis yet, I suppose?’’ 

**Oh, no; it would be very wrong to do 20. 
We do not want toinjure our Southern trade 
or do injustice tothe untortunace people of that 
country. Wearein no danger yet, and sucha 
thing would be entirely unnecessar;. If we 
find anybody with the yellow fever coming up 
on any of the boats, we will stop them, of 
course, and take them to the Quarantine Hos- 
pital, justas wedid last year. It would take 
unimmense amount of infected clothing and 
diseased people to give us the yellow fever 
here to uny alarming extent.’’ 

‘*‘Huve you any suggestions to male to the 
pecple at large?:’’ 

**] hope everybody will co-operate with the 
Health Department in keeping the cityin as 
good condition as possible. Those who own 
tenement houses should see that they are 
kept clean. The poor people who livein such 
places are not able to bear the expense of put- 
ting them in good sanitary condition, and the 
owners of the houses ought to bear the ex- 
pense.

What sort of life is this that these hard- 
working people eke out—what sort of ex- 
istence can husband and wife and five or 
six children maintain on five or six or seven 
dollars a week? 

We hear mutterings of ‘‘market rates of 
labor,’? and the “‘laws of supply and de- 
mand,” etc. But we hear nothing of hu- 
manity. The greatest of all laws is not on 
dry paper, not on the statute books, not 
laid'down in courts, or commerce, or trade, 
or business. 

Behind all the laws of society is the great 
law of nature, of necessity, of humanity, 
of sympathy for mankind. 

We care not what people may think or 
say, or whether it is prudent or popular to 
say it—we do sympathize with the hard- 
workingmen who get but one dollar a day 
with which to support a family. 

And we do not think much of those who 
do not sympathize with them. 


A FEW days ago our esteemed Republican 
contemporary published a sensational story 
of the barbarous treatment of convicts in 
the Missouri Penitentiary, and particularly 
of the murder, by whipping, of one Scott, 
a refractory prisoner. The story was so 
thin that we are surprised any one should 
haye taken the trouble to deny it, but, nev- 
ertheless, the officers of the State Prison 
have fit to declare that it 
was simply a fabrication.

They have wres- 
tled over this bill in the Council in the spirit of 
retrenchment, but it does not seem as if their 
final action agrees with the public idea on this 
subject. After cutting down here and there, 
the appropriation as a whole is not decreased 
acent. This kind of retrenchment does not 
retrench. Their real object seems to be that 
by cutting down the appropriation of certain 
departments, they might apply the sum thus 
retrenched to the building of a bridge for the 
benefit ef a railroad corporation. 

If these Solons wish to save money to the 
city they will go about it im a different man- 
ner. For instance, let them lop off all useless 
and merely ornamental positions and sine - 
cures. If they only open their eyes and look 
around they can find plenty material of this de- 
scription to work on. I will'merely refer 
to the office of Commissioner of Public Build- 
ings, for which there is as much use as there 
is for the fifth wheel to a wagon. The Inspec- 
tor of Sidewalks and the Vehicle Inspectors 
could be very well dispensed with, as their 
work could be more satisfactorily and more 
thoroughly done by the police without inter- 
fering in the least with their regular duties.

ISN’T IT LOVELY? 


The Queen Lily in the Golden Gate Park 
Conservatory. 
{From the San Francisco Chronicle. | 

A flowering plant which is among the most 
rare and remarkable in the world, not only for 
the extraordinary size which the leaf and 
flower attain, but for the many peculiarities of 
its structure, is the Victoria Regia, or Queen 
Lily, the only known specimen of which in the 
United States is now growing in a pond espe- 
cially constructed for its propagation at the 
Golden Gate Park Conservatory. The plant 
belongs to the family of water lilies, and its 
circular floating leaf when full grown attains 
the extraordinary size of eight feet in diame- 
ter and covers an area of fifty-six square feet, 
or over six square yards. When maturea 
rim about two inches high surrounds the leaf, 
performing the part of a bulwark and 
preventing the encroachment of 
waves upon the leaf. Each leaf of the plant 
at the park exceeds its predecessor six inches 
in diameter; the largest leaf is now five feet 
in diameter, and as three leaves are put forth 
every two weeks, abouta month will ensue 
before the largest leaf is grown, the plant ma- 
tured. andthe biossoming begins. In size and 
beauty the flower will be in keeping with the 
general features of the plant. Itis prebably 
the largest blossom known. being about six- 
teen inches in diameter. The plant blossoms 
often and rapidly. lasting onlv two days, and 
changing from white on the first to rose-pink 
on the second day. It blooms in the night, 
its petals quickly opening before sunset and 
closing an hour or two before sunrise. The 
development of the plant is eagerly watched 
by the habitues of the park. The seed from 
which it was grown was procured from the 
Royal Gardens at Kew, London, and present- 
edtothe Park Conservatory by H. B. M. 
Consul, Wiliiam Lane Booker, of this city. 
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LAKE GEORGE RATTLESNAKES.

tlesnake Oil.

One denizen of this region cannot be spoken 
.of without a degree of respect combined with 
aversion. He flies the haunts of man and 
gradually disappearing from that vicinage; 
but, like inferior races of man, which, before 
they altogether vanish before an advancing 
civilization, cling desperately to a few strong- 
holds, so this reptile vet retains certain 
positions around the lake which are in- 
fested in a way that demands caution 
on the part of the tourist. It is not un- 
common to see snakes swimming in 
passing from cove to cove or isle to 
Leaning over a boat one calm day, I 
saw one swimming under the stern.

The demand is much larger than 
one would suppose on the part of showmen 
and naturalists, and also from the rustics of 
the neighborhood, who have the notion that 
rattlesnake oil is an infallible remedy for the 
rheumatism. Douovtless this superstition— 
for itis nothing else—arose in the same way 
as the belief in former days inthe newt’s 
eye, a baby’s finger, or the baboon’s blood— 
objects remote or difficultto obtain. The 
quotation for good, healthy rattlesnakes at 
Lake George averages $1 apiece, caught and 
delivered. Those who do not mind the trif- 
ling annoyance of keing bitten by one are al- 
lowed the free range of the rattlesnake pre- 

serves and may catch them for nothing.

UNSEEN HANDS. 


The Mysterious Shrieks ofthe Whistle of 
a Baltimore Saw-Mill. 
[From the Baltimore American. ] 

On Sunday afternoon, while all was peace 
and quiet in the neighborhood of Falls avenue, 
Lombard street and Concord street, the few 
residents thereabuuts who were not dozing 
the hours away were surprised to hear a noise 
like that of a steam whistle close at hand. 
Again and again it was repeated, sometimes 
in short, sharp screeches; again in a long 
blast, and then shortly as if the valve were but 
half opened. The matter was decidedly mys- 
terious. There are plenty of whistles in the 
vicinity in various factories, but those es- 
tablishments were all closed up 
for the day. The fires were out in their fur- 
naces, their boilers were cold, and their doors 
were closely fastened. The noise might have 
come from the steam dredzger in the Falls, but 
that, too, was deserted and had no steam up, 
and the whistiing was too near by to permit of 
the supposition that it proceeded from any 
boat in the harbor. As the people flocked out 
of their houses the excitement spread, and 
men began to attempt to definitely locate the 
sound, while women clustered together and 


whispered to each other re- 
marks in reference to spirits. 
‘The policeman on the beat joined in the search, 
nnd it was determined that the sound was in or 
about the box factory and saw mill of Asendorf 
& Dreyer, at the corner of West Falls avenue 
and Lombard street. But the whistle in that 
establishment rose above the roof, and there 
was no sign of steam escaping from it, such as 
would be the case if it were being used. How- 
ever, entrance to the premises was gained, 
and as the exploration party worked their 
way to the cellar the secret was solved. Two 
cats were having a select circus of their own 
just where the wire leading to the valve of the 
whistle hung down, and in their tumblings 
they now andthen dragged onthe wire, thus 
opening the vaive and permitting the escape 
of the confined air from the pipe and produc- 
ing the noise. The cats were driven eut, the 
doors were locked and the whistle was after- 
ward silent until itresumed its normal work 
on Monday.

San Marino.

called republic of San Marino is 
situated onthe lofty Monte Titanus, about 
12 miles distant from Rimini. Its area is 
16 square miles, its population about 9,000, 
its wilitary force under 3,000, which indeed

druggist and a tobacconist: the Borgo or com- 
mercial quarter lies apart. The government 
buildings are old, but not dignified. The 
splendid view of the Umbrian Mountains, seen 
from an elevatioa of 2,300 feet above the sea, 
is the one’ great attraction for a tourist. 
There is no postman, ard, on account or 
the Italian copyright law, no printing press. 
Persons guilty of serious crime are 
handed over to the Italian courts: 
San Marino has its own law courts as well as 
its own government. The latter is vestedina 
self-electing council of sixty, termed the 
Consiglio Principe, or the Prince of San Mari- 
no, Which has subsisted without substantial 
alteration since the close of the fourteenth 
century. Out of the sixty an economic coun- 
cil of twelve is chosen, with two so-called 
captains (or captain and defender), one of 
whom must bea nobleman (for there have 
been nobles in San Marino ever since the 
seventeenth century, though no titles of no- 
bility) and the other a burgess or a country- 
man. They bold office for only six months 
ata time, and it is affirmed that not ons 
of the captains has ever attempted 
to usurp undue authority; they are provi- 
dently excluded from managing the reve- 


nue. This amounts toabout 4500]. per annum; 

in the expenditure the largest item is for pub- 
lic works,and the next is for education. There 
is also a podesta for legal matters, and he is 


the republic. Education is compulsory, tax- 
ation light. the agrarian system 1s the metayer 
system. The whole of the soil is of volcanic 
formation. ‘The earliest extant document of 
the republic belongs to the vear 885, its first 
authentis code of laws was formed about 1370, 
und a new code was enacted in 1600. Public 
gambling is prohibited; and the republic re- 
sisted, in 1868, an attempt to infringe upon 
this rule. The last convention of San Marino 
with the Kingdom of Italy bears the date of 
March 27, 1872. Besides San Marino aud the 
Borgo, the only place of interest within the 
territory 1s Serravalle. 

The history ofSan Marino dates from the 
third century, whena stone-masoun named 
Marinus, during the persecutions of Diocle- 
tian, founded, according tolegend, a com- 
munity having certain religious character, not 
bound, however, by any such vow as that of 
ce libacy. He was numbered among the saints, 
having ‘his feast day on the 9th of ‘September. 
‘The territory was within the bounds of the 
supposed donation of Pepin to the Pope; but, 
With scarcely any interruption from the days 
of Marinus, it has maintained its indepen- 
dence and its constitution has undergone lit- 
tle change for the last 900 years orso. The 
Monteileltio family (one of whom 
wus that Guido da Mentefeltro 
who . obtains an  unenviable celebrity 
in ante’s Inferno) were uppermost 
during the middle ages in the affairs of San 
Marino; and the republic followed the Gnhibel- 
live politics of its protectors, who become in 
times dukes of Urbino. As the Montefeltros 
were the aye-long friends, so were the Mala- 
testas the »ge—long adversaries of the republic. 
The commonwealth, however, was seldom at 
war on its own account, its natural strength 
isolation being its best safeguard. It 


against Sigismond Pandolfo Malatesta, and 
reaped some advantages from the contest. 
On only two occasions hus the republic act- 
ually succumbed to armed force. The first 
instance was about 1503, when Cesar Borgia 
included it in his dominions, but this state 
of things only lasted for a year or so. The 
second annexation was in 1739, under 
the restless Cardinal Alberoni, who added the 
territory to the Papal States. One of the Cap- 
tains, Giangi, stood out manfully, but the 
Council drew up an act of submission, the ef- 
fect of which lasted, however, hardly more 
than three months, as on the 15th day of 
February, 1740, Pope Clement VIII. restored 
the republicto liberty. The Napoleons, both 
the first and the third, showed marked favor 
to San Marino and refused to be parties to any 
tampering with the historical community.

Molloy’s “Our Autumn Holiday 
on French Rivers.” 


Literary Notes, Criticisms, OCom- 


ments and News. 


‘*Our Autumn Holiday on French Rivers,’’ 
by J.L.Molloy, is one of the best summer books 
ofthe year. Four gentiemen, who take an 
outrigger, a frail shell, oversuch streams as 
the Seine aud the Loire, deserveto have their 
wanderings chronicled, and in Mr. Molloy, 
who was the stroke of thecrew, they find a 
Xenophon, humorous, sentimental and prac- 
tical, who beyond all has the faculty of patting 
things into good English. 

How the idea was started, and how it was ac- 
complished, some idea may be gained 
from the extracts we have made. 
One of the chief merits ot 
the book, the historical associations which it 
cu)is forth with the heroic age of France, it has 
been impossible to preserve in the excerpts. 

No names are given, and the parties always 
designated by their positions attheoars. The 
one faultin the book isthe copiousness of its 
French; this was ina measure unavoidable, 
but still it has been carried a trifle too tar.

Devonshire lanes. . g* * * We 
drifted a tew minutes, and then said Stroke: 

**Think I'll do it!’’ 

**Do what?’’ 

‘*Jake an outrigger up the Seine!’’ 


‘‘Gyp,’’ the black and tan companion of 
these wanderings, is hereby speciaily intro- 
duced to the reader’s favorable notice. 


Gyp was our dog, and generally alluded to as 
alittie wonder. A pure biack and tan, anda 
perfect, alinost rare specimen of his kind. A 
beautiful head and points. He couid do any- 
thing. Hide an apple or orange in any room 
of the house, and where you liked, a was 
sure to findit. The ordinary plans of conceal- 
ment, ladies’ pockets and coul-scutties, Gyp 
only leughed at. It was pretty tosee him hunt. 
A short,sharp bark as be went out of the room, 
knowing, @3 well as you, what was going to 
happen. Say you putthe apple on top of the 
highest picture, or in the giove of alustre. In 
came Gyp, not uttering a souud, as he beat 
every corner, sniffed at a scuttie en passant, 
looked in at a pocket, found the scent was 
above, not below, gave one little whine of de- 
light, and finally stovud trembiing on his hind 
legs, his little neck outstretched, and his nose 
straight to the apple. 

Singularly enough he loved the water, and 
would spend solitary hours divingtor stones. 
His passion for stones was ruining his teeth 
avd undermining his constitution. lt was olten 
eu buarrassing to the crew, for he would,uniier 
some sudden inspiration, take a beader frum 
the boat in one of his diving tits, and nothing 
but getting out, und wading or swimming 
after him (which he gloriedin), would induce 
him to come back. He was of a most uffection- 
ate nature, and nut to have taken him with us 
would have broken his little heart. He became 
greatiy attachedto the crew. but chiefly to 
Stroke, whom fromthe first he took posses- 
sion of, almost equally with Bow, wiuo wus his 
muster. 

There are some pretty pictures at Candebec 
on the Seine, and ‘‘Bow,’’ who is the artist of 
the company, takes one of them thus:

And then, almost as if she had 
stepped out from oneof the ebony cabinets 
(we shoukin’t have been in the least sur- 
—s , there appeared the loveliest little 
ace, the property of Mile. Eugenie, who told 
us Juncheon was ready, and would we give 
ourselves the trouble to descend? 

There was never a more brilliant steak 
dressed in any iun—or such pweaches—or such 
perfect coffee. But it was distressing to eat 
with Eugenie we would 
wiedly bave the order 
of things. It was distracting toe watch her 
bright ribbons flashing about the room; to 
bear hertalk and listen to her musical laugh-

ter. 

Pretty is not the word. 

There was no art treasure in the house to 
compure with her, and Bow almost went on his 
knees to implore her for a sitting. 

The delight in her eyes when she demurely 
consented! 

The solemn ola chef and his suite came 
from the kitchen and grouped round the toot 
of the oak stair-case, where the little maid 
posed herself. 

The charm of this river wanderingis well 
put in the following paragraphs, witten as the 
boat drifted on to the quaint old town of Blois. 
The travelers had left the Seine of course, and 
were now following the mighty Loire to the 
sea: 

To come out of the solitariness of the river, 
let the boat drift with the tide, and turn round 
to watch the gradual unfolding of cities, was, 
inits way, akin to the feeling of hearing for 
the firsttime one of tbe great symphonies of 
Beethoven. And there is nothing fan- 
cifui in this comparison. It is the 
simple expression of the thought whieh oc- 
curred atthe time. Many will understand how 
things upparentiv opposite, and without any 
material connection, will, under certain in- 
fluences, recall and suggest one anotner. 
Weber, thom only seeing the ebairs, tables and 
benches of a cafe, piled up to the ceiling, com- 
posed one of his grandest triumphal marches. 
On days when the rain fell thick and heavy, he 
wrote his most joyous music, On sunny days 
the saddest. 

I remember one of us saying that evening as 
we looked at Blois, that it was like a peal of old 
bells when they clang ail together. 

Most of our readers wili probably have seen 
| allthese towns and many parts of the Loire. 
Butit will have been by diligence or rail— 
shooting suddenly trom a tunnel into the heart 
ofthe city, and with passing glimpses of the 
river—for no steumers can ascend above Tours, 
and Gien, Orleans, Beaugency, Blois and Am- 
boise are accessible by land only. 

In no way but the way we traveled is it possi- 
ble to see what these places really are and how 
| they are inseparable from the river. 

But for the risk of wearying we could dwell 
| fcr pages on this ‘one great charm 
| of our wanderings. The happy independence 
of our little boat—the first on these waters— 
where hone but fishermen had yet passed. 
| Dropping down tothese old cities, seeing the 
| towers, churches and casties open out from so 
| mMapy points of view, and with every changing 
| aspect, lying perhaps for an hour in one spot 
| inthelazy delightof only looking. Leaving 
them xgain, and seeing them diein the vague 
blue of the distance as we went out once more 
into the loneliness of the river. 

Passing Blois, with its clustered associations 
of the ‘‘Maid of Orleans,’’ ot Charles V. and 
of Sir Jobn Froissart; dropping past Chau- 
mont, founded by Gueldin, the devil of Sau- 
mur; past Amboise,Tours, black Angers, where 
Margaret of Anjou rests, and on into Nantes, 
the ‘‘Marie’’ completed her tour of the rivers 
of France, a journey as full of pleasure to 
them as they have made it to others. 

Ithingk we regretted few things more than 
parting with Gyp, when we four stood on the 
last platform together and looked up 
with wistful eyes, wondering why we were bid- 
ding each otner good-by. 

Though young, he had been ereatly aged by 
the tour, and no wonder. The sense of respon- 
sibilitv that weighed upon him, in constantly 
looking after and keeping us together, would 
have crusbéd any other dog. Never a morn- 
ing but be flew from ved to bed to see that we 
were all there. The same the last thing at 
night. bid two of the crew happen to walk 
only a few hundred vards ahead of the others, 
it bewildered his ioyaity and made him 
wretched till he had collected the 
four, like a flock of sheep. 
His beauty, gentleness and pretty 
tricks made bima pet everywhere. No little 
dog ever traveled so far before in an outrigger 
—certainly never one for so long a time on the 
kecl. He was proud of it, as you could see in 
‘is manner to other dogs. He is sitting now 
with his paws on the fender, looking into the 
fire, where he sees pictures of the far-away riv- 
ers, of tiny Norman maidens with their white 
caps and little wooden shoes— Moustache, Tara- 
patapoum—little Florence. * * * * And so 
he nods bis head, dozing, to dregam over again 
our autumn holiday in the ‘*Marie!’’

Notfarfrom the Seine is the little town of 
Andelys, where the crew of the Marie found a 
wonderful inn, *‘le Grand Cerf.’’ 


It almost took awuxy our breath. Bow de- 
clared it would drive any artist wild with de- 
light. Iwonder what old Joe Willet would 
have thought of it? 

Wide as the difference wasin works of art, 
and old paintings ana objects of vertu, there 
was something that at the first glance 
brought back the inn in 
‘‘Barnaby Rudge,’’ and almost made you look 
round tor old Willet in the chimney corner, 
bewitching little Dolly Vard4y 6n tha thrashe 
old, and young Joe, ‘‘with his arm toox off in 
the Sialwanners where the war is.’’ 

It would have taken many days to find ont, 
much less describe all the treasures of the 
place. 

It was morea museum than an inn, only 
thatit had all tne comfort of the latter. Out 
of the courtyard—itself a quaint picture, with 
its old stairwavs, old diligences 
with golden panels and flowers in every win- 
dow—you went up some curiously wrought 
steps to the ‘‘grand salon.’’ A heavy oak ceil- 
ing of rich dark color, with transversed beams, 
one huge beam in the center; the doorway 
let into an Oak turret msing from the floor and 
disappearing throngh the ceiling to an open 
fret-work.

Tnere was a strange fire-placein the kitchen, 
of which prints were to be had even in Paris. 

There was another little salon—more bijou, 
but of still greater interest and value. 

And then the staircase, where you could well 
spend a long afternoon, up and down its wind- 
in very side of the walls covered with 
paintings. statuettes and china—leading to 
two bed-roome that were perfectly m ous. 

The first was a nest of wondrous 
one side a young aif, owtnging between 
oak trees, attended by two _ courtiers 
of the time of Franceis I. ; on the right an arch- 


ery meeting exquisitely worked; on the left a 
river landscape with figure on te ree 
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tion to an expression in one ot the poems, and 
then addsthat ‘‘such a poem as ‘The Last 
Scene’ ought to cover a multitude of sins.’’ 


The tbirteenth volume ot the works ef Charles 
Sumner i3 announced as in press at Lee & Shep- 
ard’s, and already far enough advanced to in- 
sure its publication in the fall.

A new edition of Mary Cowden Clarke's 
‘*Girlbood of Shakspeare’s Heroines, with Il- 
Justrations in Photography,’’ is announced 
in London. The Examiner suygests that the 

ublishers have been induced to this venture 
~ the speech of Lord Beaconsfield at the late 
Academy dinner, in which he deplored that 
the works of Sbakspeare were not more 
wortbily illustrated trom good paintings, and 
that the existing editions of the great dra- 
miatist were, for the most part, illustrated with 
very indifferent ywood-cuts.

Scott’s ‘*Recollections’’ calls to mind the cir- 
cumstances of it, the publication fifty or sixty 
years ego, ota memoir volume of bis grand- 
futher, Thomas Scott, the commentator.

The son of Thowas, who edited his memoirs, 
was John Scott, the father of Sir Gilbert. A 
rolume of Thomas’ sermons was printed just 
after he died, while Sir Gilbert’s lectures on 
architecture were published a few months ago. 
Itis noteworthy that the High Chureb archi- 
tect was the son ofan Evangelical clergyman, 
nnd that bis grandfather was another anda 
distinguished Evangelical clergyman who was 
converted to Ouivinism.

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African, Asiatic, Australian, Polar and Amer- 
ican Explorations—The Achieve- 
ments of the Year. 


{From the London Times, July 2.) 

We had hoped to have been able to chronicle 
the complete accomplishment in one year of 
the Northeast Passage by Nordenskjold’s ex- 
pedition. For the opening up of the Siberian 
sea trade a great deal has beén done during 
the past year, and a regular route from Eu- 
rope by sea may now be said to be fairly es- 
tablisned. The modest Dutch Aretic 
expedition in the William Barentz 
to the Spitzbergen-Novaya Zemlya 
Seas coilected 4 considerable 
amount of data on the ice, sea 
and meteorological conditions ef the region; 
w hile Captain Tyson, in the Florence, on the 
Greenland side, brought back more than 
enough to justify the expedition. Captain 
Johanssen’s discovery of a new island to the 
northeast of Novaya Zemlya is an interesting 
event inthe arctic exploration of the past 
year, as is the small Danish expedition to the 
Greenland interior. In Russian Lapland and 
on its shores Lieutenant Sandeberg has been 
doing some careful scientific exploration, and 
at the other end of Europe the connection of 
the triangulation of Europe with the Algerian 
system has been all but accomplished. 

AFRICA AND ASIA, 

Africa swarms with explorers, professional, 
amateur and missionary—English, French, 
German, Belgian, Italian, Portuguese, Egyp- 
tian. Much is hoped from the expedition un- 
der Keith Johnston, which recently left En- 
gland for the region between Dar Salaam, 
Lake Nyassa and Lake Tanganyika. Alto- 
getber there hax been a steady, substantial in- 
crease of our knowledge of Afriea and its peo- 
ple during the past year. In Asia there has 

een quite as much activity as in Afric. 
quite anarmy of Russian explorers having 
heen out. Col. Prjwalsky’s journey from 
Kulja to Lobnor, concluded early this year, is 
one of the most important of modern times, 
giving us an accurate knowledge of an inter- 
esting region, previously almost unknown. 
His narrative has just been published in Eng- 
land by Messrs* Sampson Low & Co. In the 
Gobi Desert and the Alta Mountains Potanin 
has been doing good work, and the recently 
published results of journeys in the Pamir 
Mountains by Muskkeloff, Senastoff, Skassi and 
others enable us to correct much that is con- 
jectural and inaccurate on our maps. The ac- 
count of the special mission to Karategin in 
the Russische Revue atounds with infor- 
mation on this little-known, semi-independ- 
ent Central Asian Stete and its people, and 
Mayeff’s exploration of Hissarand the Amu- 
Darya region is of the first 1mportance. Our 
readers know what Capt. Burton has been 
doing in Midian, while an Italian explorer has 
been successfully attempting South Arabia. 
The narratives of Baker, Gill, Merrison and 
McIntyre (of the China Mission) have made us 
better acquainted with China and its people; 
while a Dutch expedition has made important 
additions to our knowledge of inland Sumatra. 
Our own Indian survey 1s steadily progressing; 
the narrative in the last report of the Mullah’s 
ourney up the Indus viriually completes our 

cnowledge ofthat river. The staff attached 
to the Afghan expedition will bring back many 
spoils to science. 

AUSTRALIA. 

In Australia, Sergison’s expedition in the 
northern territory and Forest’s in the western 
are to be neted, though one from Queensland 
westward does not seem to have made much 
headway. D’Albertis, in his two recent pa- 
pers read in London, has given the chief re- 
sults of his long and thoroughly scientific ex- 
ploration of New Guinea. The gold discov- 
eries in the island by Mr. Goldie have caused 
much stir in Australia, though the 
straggling bands of adventurers that have 
gone to collect it have not done either 
themselves or the natives much 
good. Mr. Goldie has added a little to our 
knowledge of the interior and the southwest 
coast. ‘The narrative of the French explorer 
Raffray of his visit to the north of the island 
was given this yearto the Paris Geographical 
Society; his study was mainly of the people. 
We recently gave the results of Miclucho- 
Maclay’s visit tothe Pelew Islands. Dr. O. 
Fusch,-of the Berlin Museum, has recently 
started on a journey of exploration to South- 
east Asia and Australia. From so qualified 
an observer,the best results may be expected. 

AMERICA. 

In North America the Canadian and United 
States surveys have been steadily at work. 
Mr. Ober has been employed by several of 
the West India Islands, mainly as a natural- 
ist. Crevaux has been doing capital work 
in the practically unknown interior of British 
Guiana, while two American expeditions 
have goneto the Amazonand the Madeira. 
The latter has already obtained pretty satis- 
factory information as to the extent 
to which the Madeira may be 
used as a trade route. The narrative 
of Moreno’s exploration of Southern Patago- 
nia has helpedto fill up the map ofthat re- 
gion. The Brazilian Government have taken 
steps to obtain correct longitudes for their 
chief cities. The convention for the cutting 
of a canal across Nicaragua is a notable ceog- 
raphical event of the past vear. 

Altogether, though there has: been no bril- 
liant achievement to mark the year, there has 
been substantial, steady progress toward a 
complete and more accurate knowledge of the 
earth’s surface. The death of Dr. Peter- 
mann, of Gotha, has been a serious loss to the 
cause of exploration and to scientific geog- 

rapby. .

The whip-poor-will walks as awkwardly asa 
swallow, which is as awkward asa man in a 
bag. and yet she manages to lead her young 
about the woods.

‘*slight moldiness.’’ Returning a few me- 
ments afterward to the spot to get a pencil he 
had forgotten, he could find neither old nor 
young. 

It takes an eye to see a partridge in the 
woods, motionless upon the leaves; this sense 
needs to be as sharp as that of smell in 
hounds and pointers, and yet I know an un- 
kempt youth that seldom fails to see the bird 
and shoot it before itiakcs wing. I think he 
sees it as soon as it secs bimand before it sus- 

ects itself seen. What a training to the eye 
s hunting! to pick out the game from its sur- 
roundings, the grouse from the leaves, the 
gray squirrel from the mossy oak-limb it hugs 
so closely. the red fox from the ruddy or 
brown or gray field, the rabbi. from the stub- 
vile, or the white hare from the snow, requires 
the vest powers of this sense. A woodchuck, 
motionless in the fields or upon a rock, looks 
very much like a large stone or bowlder, yet 
a keen eye knows the difference at a giance, a 
quarter of a mile away.

One 
advantage the bird surely nas, and that is ow- 
mg to the form, struciure and position of the 
eye, it bas a much larger field of vision—in- 
deed, can probably see in nearly every divec- 
tion at the same instant, behind as well as be- 
fore. Man’s field of vision embraces less than 
balf a circle horizontally, and still jess ver- 
tica!ly; bis brow and b,ain prevent him 
seeing within many degrees of the zenith 
without a movement of the heed the bird, 
on the othey band, tekes in nearly the whole
